Claims 1 and 7 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
Claim 1 and 7 recites the limitation "the body" in the last line and next to last line. There 
is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

All claim rejections remain as made in final rejection mailed 02/2005. 

Applicant has not defined what "the body" is in the claim. Applicant's arguments imply 
"the body" is the transistor and all the substrate below the transistor. This needs to be clearly 
defined by the claim. 

Applicant uses a 1978 text to show "the body" includes all the substrate below the 
transistor. This is not persuasive since "the body" has not been defined and text closer to the 
time of invention would illustrates a body of a transistor closer to the thickness of the channel.
